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The cancellation of claims 1-4, 7, 10, 12, and 16-18 are acknowledged. The rejections in the 
prior Office action are withdrawn due to Applicant's arguments. The claims are thus allowed for 
reasons presented below. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applied prior art of 
record does not teach or suggest a packaging for wrapping an article as claims 5 and 11 recite 
wherein the packaging includes both outer and inner cold sealing strips on both faces of the film 
existing in mutual contact between the inner and outer strips when in the wound state on a roll 
wherein a mutual adhesion of the said strips is a controlled adhesion which is strong enough to 
keep the wrapper closed when folded around the article but not strong enough to d 1S rupt a 
paying-out of the film from the roll in the longitudinal direction due to said mutual contact in the 
wound state on the roll between the inner and outer strips. Thus the invention is allowable on 
this basis.
